(1) The winner of the first prize was a foreigner. 

(2) The editorial comment on the relative merits of 
public and parochial school contestants was to the effect that 
the parochial school children wrote in a too patriotic vein, 

Outside the parochial schools the general tendency in 
this country today is to belittle our national heroes, The 
TRIBUNE editor not only confessed to this, but even ex- 
pressed his approval of it. The person who won the second 
prize in the George*Washington Essay Contest developed one 
point in effect as follows: “There is very little in General 
Washington's career to remember him by except the cherry 
tree and hatchet story.” If this essay had come from a 
parochial school and had fallen into the hands of one of the 
bigots, he would have forthwith sent it to one of the treason- 
able papers, and it would have been displayed in bold type 
as evidence that the parochial schools must be destroyed. In 
the parish school children are taught to respect authority, 
to revere the war and peace time heroes, to cherish the mem.
